Cropland conversion can mean 
bettér farming for South Missis- 
sippi farmers, Byron Lott, who 
lives near Hattiesburg, has con- 
evrted 130 acres of co.ton and 
corn land and 300 addit-onal acres 
ta a double cropping system of 
soybeans in the summer and oats 
in the winter using mutch tillage. 
He has nearly tripled his per-acre 
gross income. This method enables 
him to plant ‘one crop on the stub- 
ble of the previous crop immedi- 
ately after harvesting. 

Says Mr. Lott: “The land is never 
idle. It does not have to be broken 
and prepared. As soon as we com- 
bine the soybeans, we start plant- 
ing oats right after them. As soon 
as we harvest the oats, we plant 
the soybeans. In the winter, cattle 
are grazed on the oats.”
